LEFT IN ABEYANCE 


Deferred Until Conditions 
Justify Action By Rail- 
way Board.

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 10.—-The fol- 
lowing official statement has been 
handed out by the Department of 
Trade and Commerce, regarding sam- 
ple markets to be established: 

“As intimated by a letter from the 
minister, written to the railway com- 
panies and the grain exchanges on 
erin 18 last, and confirmed in a letter 
of July 16,,sample markets will be es- 
tablished on September 1. For the 
| present sample market trading will 
{be provided for at Fort William and 
| Winnipeg. The rules and regulations 
therefor are now being prepared by 
the board of grain commissioners and 
will be discussed with the exchanges 
at Fort William and Winnipeg. 

War Delayed Action 

“As far back as 1913, the board 
of grain commissioners had recom- 
mended the establishment of such 
markets in Canada and an order in 
council was passed approving and au- 
thorizing their establishment, It was 
proposed to inaugurate sample trading 
on September 1 of that year, The fin- 
ancial situation at that period ren- 
| dered it advisable to postpone the date 
set. Then the war ensued and further 
delay was necessary. 

“Meanwhile the sentiment in favor 
of sample market trading continued to 
grow and the demand on the part of 
the wsetern farmers became more 
pronounced and _ insistent. Some 
months ago delegations from Winni- 
peg visited Ottawa and discussed very 
fully the question of sample markets 
and the allied question of so-called 
hospital elevators, which have always 


occupied an anomalous position with 
regard to the grain acts and the gen- 
era) system authorized and sup ised 


thereby. In June last a meeting was 
held at Winnipeg at which representa- 
tives of the western municipalities far- 
mers’ societies and of the Winnipeg 
grain exchange, met the board of grain

| peated conferences with the board of 
grain commissioners and the iminis- 
ters. This deputation took the ground

Go Into Effect 

“After careful consideration of all 
the representations made and the in- 
{formation at hand the board of grain 
commissioners have recommended and 
the minister has approved that sample 
markets shoyld go into effect at Fort 
William and Winnipeg on September 
1, but that no ‘lay-over’ shall be or- 
, dered at either point during the pres- 
ent crop year until in the opinion of 
the board of rafiway commissioners, 
traffic conditoins will justify the same, 

“The absence of an order point wiil 
to that extent militate against the 
complete operation of a sample mar- 
ket so far as the Winnipeg and Fort 
Willlam exchanges are concerned, but 
|} will not prevent to any appreciable 
| degree the benefits which will accrue 
to the farmers from its establishment, 
From September 1 the farmers will 
know that their grain will have the

WHEAT AVERAGE 
ABOUT 15 BUS. 
IN MANITOBA 


Conditions Vary Greatly—From 
Forty To Not More Than 
Five.

WINNIPEG, Aug. 10.—Wheat will 
average about 15 bushels an acre in| 
Manitoba, according to a report by 
the Manitoba department of agricul-| 
ture.

It is the object of the food controller 
te assist wholesalers in every possi. 
ble way, to secure the supplies neces- 
sary for thelr business and to increase 
the demand for their products. 

One of the first efforta of the dls- 
tribution bureau of the Canadian food 
controller's office wil be the securing 
of a supply of apples for Central Can- 
ada this fall. The provision of a suf- 
ficient quantity of otber fruits and 
of vegetables at the lowest porsible 
prices for the spring of 1918, will be 
the effort of the bureau later.

LONDON, Aug. 10.—Russian and 
Roumanian troops repulsed enemy 
attacks in the Trotus Valley and then 
launched vigorous counter attacks 
which gained them prisoners and cap- 
tured machine guns, according to an 
official statement issued today by the 
Roumanian war office, The state- 
ment follows: 

“In the Trotus Valley enemy attacks 
were repulsed and in counter attacks 
Russian troops, who maintain all their 
positions, forced the enemy to flee in 
jdisorder after taking prisoners and 
| machine guns, 

“Between the Trotus and Putna Val- 
Jeys Roumanian troops gallantly with- 
} Stood a violent artillery bombardment 
with attacks accompanied by asphyai- 
j ating gas. They completely repulsed 

the enemy in five assaults, except at a 
single point in the Oitus Valley. 

“On the Putna and Sereth rivers 
Russo-Roumanian troops, attacked 
many times by supertor. numbers of 
the enemy inflicted heavy losses and 
maintained all their positions.”

Tim Keefe's Great Record. 

Twenty-nine years ago today Tim Keefe, star twirler for the 
New York Giants, won his nineteenth consecutive game and thus 
set up a record for the major leagues which has endured ever since, 
and is likely to stand for years to come. Rube Marquard equalled 
the Keefe record in 1912 and Walter Johnson and Joe Wood got 
sixteen straight in the same year. Keefe's winning streak began 
on June 28 and ended on Aug. 10, 1888, covering # period of forty- 
eight days, while Marquard, in equalling the record, worked much 
less frequently, taking eighty-three days to win his nineteen straight 
victories, The great Tim pitched as many as four games in a week 
during this period and once he pitched two aries in two days. 
In most of the contests the Glants won by ble margins, and in 
only four of the nineteen games did they lead by only one run, 
This record, at the same time, has been surpassed in the minor 
leagues, and the world's record was hung up in 1904 by Baxter 
Sparks, of the Yazoo City, Miss., club of the Delta league, who got 
twenty-one in a row. He worked in three double-headers, and 
included a no-hit game in his string of victories,

Since the first sculling match held in England eighty-six years 
ago today, Englishmen have excelled at that sport. Of course, since 
the outbreak of the war, the great annual matches have been aban- 
doned, A®rnest Barry of London, who a few years ago defended his 
title as world's professional sculling champion by defeating Harry 
Pearce, of Australia, over the famous course from Putney to 
Mortlake, was considered one of the greatest scullers who ever

ship was held continuously in England. In the latter year E, 
Trickett carried off the honors to Australia, A Championship of 
England Cup was then instituted, and was held by Boyd, Higgins 
and Elliott. In 1879 the latter was defeated by E, Hanlon of Tor- 
onto, and the Canadian claimed the world's title the following year 
by defeating Trickett. After defending his title several times, Hanlon 
lost in 1884 to Beach, an Australian. Beach defended his honors 
against Jake Gaudaur of &t. Louis, Mo., Wallace Ross of St. Jolin’s, 
W.B., and twice defeated Hantan. Another Australlan, Kemp, then 
assumed the leadership, and twice beat O'Connor, a GAnAGian, and 
Stanbury, an suetralian, became his successor. In 1896 the suprem- 
acy was lost to the British Empire for a brief period when Jake 
Gaudaur, of St. Louis, won over Stanbury. Gaudaur lost the title 
to Towna in a match at Rat Portage, Canada, in 1901, Stanbury 
recovered the title for a short time, but Towns soon won it back, 
Webb was his successor and in 1908 Richard Arnst, a New Zealander, 
captured the coveted honor. In 1910 Arnst successfully defended his 
champlanship against Barry, and in 1911 against Pearce, the South 
African champion, but lost to Barry shortly afterward. After a

‘Its only by securing the active co- 
Operation of physiciana and the citl- 
zens generally that a health depart- 
ment can hope to obtain p ® best re- 
sults in the prevention epidemic 
diseases,” emphasizes the ‘health offi- 
cer, Dr, Whitelaw, in his report to the 
city commissioners on the work of the 
department for the past month. He 
6tates that there were 155 cases of 
infectious diseases notified to the de- 
partment, these including 56 cases of 
Whooping cough, 41 of mumps, 35 of 
measles and 17 of chickenpox. 

Commenting on these cases he re- 
marks that the more serivus diseases 
continue to be very little in evidence. 
Measles and chickenpox were gradu: 
ally subsiding, but whooping cough 
and mumps had become,very preval+ 
ent during the month, 

Many Complaints 

“Many complaints have reached the 
department, " adds the health officer, 
“of the carelessness of parents in al- 
lowing their children afflicted with 
whooping, cough to come in contact 
With other children, thus spreading 
the disease, Many cases of whooping 
couch, as well as of mumps, have been 
of a very mild type, and as a result 
there can be little doubt that large 
numbers of cases of both diseases 
have not been reported as required by 
the Public Health Act. 

“The modified quarantine called for 
in such cases does not impose any 
hardship on those not so affected in 
the household, and does not interfere 
with their liberty to come and go. It 
is, therefore, unfair to those who are 
willing to assist in the control of these 
diseases, by reporting and submitting 
to the modified quarantine in the pub- 
lic interest, that there are those in 
the community who wilfully neglect 
their duty tn this respect, with appar- 
ent impunity as to the laws of quar- 
antine.

Dr. Whitelaw conciudes with anoth- 
er werning that should appeal to the 
careless ones.

Although complaining of the heat 
occasionally in coars® frrunts, the five 
iskimos who were brought into the 
city at 2:80 Friday morning from the 
far north on @ murder charge, are 


enduring their “residence” at the 
Mounted police barracks today as 
comfortaVly as could be expected. 


Through a boy interpreter they make 
their few wante known to the officers 
in charge. There are three here as 
witnesses, the other two are the ones 
accused of murder. Whether these 
two will return to their snow-caked 
homes in the Arctic circle is a ques- 
tion that the law will decide following 
the opening of the trial on Tuesday 
morning. The murder of two priests 
at Bloody Falls in 1918 Is the crime 
laid at the doors of the two placid 
northmen who apparently fail to ap- 
preciate the serious nature of the 
present proceedings. 

Considerable latitude is allowed the 
Eskimos and they are not being con- 
fined too rigorously. Throughout their 
two-year trip to the halla of justice 
they were not once handcuffed or 
shackled. The well known fact that 
Eskimos quickly droop and die when 
brought within the bounds of civiliza- 
tlon was one of thea topics under dis- 
cussion at the barracks following the 
arrival of the prisoners, As their 
complaints about the heat reached a 
maximum at noon an electric fan 
was produced ,from somewhere and 
placed ona shéif in the visitors’ cham- 
ber. Cooling themaelves in the breeze 
from the machine the two Eskimos 
ate a comfortable lunch and then lay 
down for an afternoon y nap.

“Excuse this note,” says “T am a 
citizen of Edmonton,” in a letter to 
the Mayor and Commissioners, ‘but I 
have been reading of the street rall- 
way men wanting another {ncrease in 
their wages. I think it is what I call 
greediness on their part. As for the 
high cost of living, we all fee! it. I 
myself know a bit about ft. 

“If they had to work like my man 
hae to work, from seven in the morn- 
ing, no lunch hour and what he cen 
catch till six in the evening. And 
work not play. For 14 dollars a week 
and one dollar stopped for war funds, 
and there are four of us to keep out of 
that, and a dependent mother to keep 
as well. I think it is our men that 
could do with a rise in wages. 

‘There is so much red tape in this 
country and graft, it's the poor work- 
ing man that knows it too, If a man 
has a good position he can easily get 
a rise in wages, but the working man 
if he asks for one he_ gets told to 
leave, if he is not satisfied. Someone 
else will do it. That's what Edmon- 


ton is noted for.”

Must Be Canned. 


We have heard many calls to patri- 
otism, many of them having to do 


The lat- 
est plea is that we can as much food 
as possible this summer in order to 
lay up a store for next winter. As 
both the food is valuable and glass 
jars scarce and costly we must can it 


jin such a way that assures a satis- 
\ factory result. 


The “cold pack" process of preserv- 
ing vegetables, although known to 
some housewives, is not a matter of 
general knowledge, as it should be. It 
affords the best, cheapest and most 
satisfactory way of preserving the 
surplus thus far devised. If done 
Properly the vegetables will last in-| 
definitely and, when required, will be 
practically ready for the table, retain- 
ing their natural flavor, almost as 
palatable as though fresh from the 
garden. Best of all the cost is only 
a fraction that of the high-priced com- 
merical canned goods, which are Hable 
to be half water and of inferior ma- 


terials, 
The Method is Easy. 


The method here desribed is an 
easy one, since it can all be accom- 
plished in one day. It is called the 
cold-pack method, although, as you 
will see, there is much heat con- 
nected with it. 

The whole idea of canning and 
otherwise preserving food, as every- 
body knows by this time, is to kill 
the bacteria on it. For it is these 


bacteria that cause vegetables and 
fruit to spoil. If the bacteria on the | 
vegetables or frult are kiled, and it 


is sealed tight so that no air can 
reach it, then it cannot spoil. If it 
does, that means either that the bac- 
teria on the fruit when it was canned 
were not killed to begin with or that 
air with other bacteria in it, has had 
a chance to get in the jar, Air- 
tight Jars aro perfectly safe 
Be Sure Rubbers Are Good. 

But, of course, the rubbers used 
may not be perfect, and may let a 
little air get in. If they do, then the 
contents became unfit for use. 

The cold-pack method is so called 
because the contents are put in the 
ean before they are corked, and then 
the sterilizing is accomplished after- 
ward, 

ty this new method, the cans aro 
finished in a day, as none of them 
needs to be in the boiler for more than 
24) hours 

The first thing you need is some 
sort of receptacle to hold the water 
in which to boll the cans, Hot water 
baths of various sorts are sold, but if 
you do not wish to buy one of these 
you can get safe and sure results with 
a wash boiler. 

Next, you must have a rack for the 
bottom of the boiler, on which to 
stand the cans. This can be made 
of wooden slats or a wire rack es- 
pecially designed for the purpose can 


be bought. A wire cake rack can 
also be used, 

Now, haing got this equipment, 
wash the fruit or vegetables and 


place them in a wire strainer with a 
handle. Then plunge into a sauce- 
pan of boiling water, either for a few 


seconds to loosen the skin, or for 
several minutes, to blanch them and 
start the sterilizing process. Then 


plunge quickly into a bowl of very 


cold water, to ‘set’ the color and 
stop the action of the heat, 
Into the Jars.

“COLD PACK” PROCESS OF 
PRESERVING VEGETABLES FOR 
THE WINTER IS DESCRIBED 


Method is Easy and Apparatus is at Hand—Flavor of Vegetables is 
Retained—Costs Less Than to Purchase Store Goods—Problem 
of Surplus Garden Produce is Satisfactorily Solved. 


They should be removed from the 
hot water just as they are needed. 
The rubbers should also be heated 
in a small pan of water and _ taken 
out as they are needed. 

Pack the jars full. Then, in the 
case of vegetables, fill with boiling 


water and add half a teaspoonful of 
salt to each pnt jar. In the case of 
fruit, fill with syrup, The syrup may 
vary according to the amount of 
sweetening needed in the fruit. Three 
parts of water to two of sugar make 
a good rule, Boil the syrup until 
thick, for sour fruits. For sweet 
fruits boil until the sugar is thor- 
oughly disolved, If the color of the 
fruit is delicate—like that of red 
raspberries—the thicker syrup helps 
preserve it and should be used. 


Must Be Bolled. 


When the jars are quite full—the 
water or syrup should actually run 
over the top a Httle—put on the rub- 
ber and the top. Screw or clamp al- 
most tight, but not quite, Then 
place the jars in the hot water in the 
wash boiler or whatever it Is you are 


using, which should cover them by 
two inches, and boil the required 
length of time. Be sure that the jars 
and their tops are hot when they are 
placed in the boiling water. 

A very good clamp with which to 
grasp the jars can now be bought for 
a very small price, and it is well 
worth it, as it obviates the danger of 
burning the fingers in handling the 
hot jars. 

When the boiling process is_ fin- 
ished, remove the cans from the 
water, seal the tops tight and turn 
the jars upside down to test them. 
There should be no leakage. There 
will be a small depreciation in the 
amount of liquid in the jar, but if it 
is more than a small one it means 
that something in your method of 


canning was wrong. If the water 


covers the jars and the tops are 
screwed almost, but not quite, tight 
during the boiling process, there 


should be only a slight lessening of 
the liquid. 

As for the blanching process, you 
must use your judgment, a little, tn 
the words of the old-fashioned cook, 
about the length of time to continue 
this process Peaches, for instance, 
need only a very short blanching— 
quite a minute, to loosen the skins. 
Cherries and plumbs, that are canned 
with their skins on, are merely 
dipped in the boiling water for a 
minute or two to remove acids that 
are objectionable. Blanch the fruit 
or vegetables that take the longest 
boiling longer than those that take 
shorter bollinr. Blanch green vege- 
tables, such as spinach, in steam 
rather than In boiling water. There 
are mineral salts in spinach that are 
removed by blanching in water. 

A Timetable,

These can 
be used for other purposes, such as in 
soup or creamed, The hearts can be 
chopped fine and added to chopped 
nuts, chopped fresh appes, the yolks 
of hard boiled eggs, a sprinkling of 
chopped onion and any other ingredi- 
ents the maker fancies mixed to a 
paste-like substance with mayonnaise 
dressing so that it packs well Into the 
stalks. Garnish by sticking a few 

vhole cloves here and there or by any 
resh fruit in season, small enough. 
IT should not think this would be suit- 
able to serve as you mention.

BRITISH MEMBER 
IS GIVEN RELEASE 


Captain Wilson Destroyed Dis- 
patches Before Capture By 
Austrians. 


London, Aug. 10.—Capt. Arthur 
Stanley Wilson, Conservative member 
of parliament, who was taken off a 
Greek steamer in the Mediterranean 
by an Austrian submarine in Decem- 
ber, 1916, has been released by the 
Austrians and is on his way home.

That is the unescapable 
nference from the conference 
valled by the Governor General in 
ttawa Thursday. It is strength- 
ned by the solemn warning of 
rehbishop Bruchesi in Montreal 
n Sunday, and by the dynamiting 
of Sir Hugh Graham’s residence 
Wednesday night. How grave 
he situation is can be gathered 
rom Sir Robert’s suggestion that 
he may hold off the enforcement 
f the conscription bill. It may 
e that with this concession the 
ombined influence of Sir Wlifrid 
and Sir Lomer will be sufficient to 
hteady matters, and to thus gain 
ime for a further effort to per- 
uade the Premier of the folly of 
rying to play the autocrat. In 
ny event, that this influence will 
e exerted whole-heartedly en the 
ide of peace and order is sure. 
hat it may be strong enough to 
revail will be the hope of every 
anadian who sets proper value 
ipon the solidarity of the nation 
r who apprehends the disastrous 
sonsequences of a radical feud. 


The political significance of the 
Winnipeg convention is that the 
vork-the-war scheme has col- 
apsed, The delegates failed to 
evelope any anxiety to be led 
nlind-folded into the camp of the 
yrofiteers under the guidance of 
sir Clifford Sifton.

As on the question of income 
tax, public opinion has finally 
moved the Government on the 
question of stopping the waste of 
grain. True, they have not mov- 
ed very far, but where there is 
such a curious disposition to 
lethargy to have budged them is 
something, and gives ground for 
hope. By order-in-council it has 
been forbidden to use wheat in the 
distillation of alcohol. That much 
being conceded, further action 
cannot be logically refused. If 
wheat, why not barley and rye, 
which are needed as substitutes 
for wheat? The waste of these 
grains can be stopped too, if the 
public keep on demanding it, The 
concession to save the wheat 
shows that the official inertia is 
not irresistible. Public opinion is 
still capable of moving moun- 
tains.

An order-in-council has been 
passed putting restrictions upon 
the serving of white bread, beef 
and bacon in hotels and restaur- 
ants. They are stringent enough to 
‘make a difference’’ in the menus 
offering at these establishments, 
and will affect a substantial sav- 
ing of the foodstuffs if they are 
adopted as rules of conduct by 
the public at large. It is forbid- 
den that beef or bacon be served 
more than once per day in a pub- 
lic eating house, and that they be 
not served at all on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. When white bread is 
served, substitutes must also be 
supplied, Public eating houses are 
probably as far as the Govern- 
ment can reach to enforce any 
such regulations, 'l’o enforce them 
in the million scattered homes of 
the country is obviously impossi- 
ble. Yet if the scarcity of these 
commodities demands that the pa- 
trons of public eating houses be 
restricted in their use it demands 
an equally restricted use in pri- 
vate homes, Comparatively few 
Canadians take their meals in 
hotels and restaurants, and the 
saving that will be effected if 
there is curtailment of consump- 
tion only in these establishments 
will be trifling. If any large re- 
sults are to be produced the pub- 
lic will have to impose upon them- 
selves voluntarily at the family 
board the limitations which in 
public eating houses are imposed 
by authority. That people with 
homes will loyally deny them. | 
selves what the Government can- | 
not deny them, but what others | 
are denied, is the only hope that | 
these or any similar regulations | 
promulgated in Canada will ac- 
complish the purpose of food 
conservation in any notable way.

Quebec that they can not depend 
on Sir Wilfrid Laurier to protect 
them against Conscription. In a 
recent issue of Le Devoir, Mr. 
Bourassa,-in discussing the debate 
on the third reading of the Con- 
scription Bill said: 


“On the whole, and by tho 
declarations of its leader, the Lib- 
eral party is attached to the war 
policy up to the very end, In the 
next place the assuciation of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurter, Anti-Consorip- 
tionist, and Hon, Frank Oliver, 
more Conecriptionist than the 
Government themselves, suffices 
to show how great is the illusion 
of those who blindly count upon 
the Liberal party for the salva- 
tion of the country. As a matter 
of fact, what Is the practical ef- 
fect of the debate con-luded yes- 
terday? The policy of the min- 
istry threatens directly the eecur- 
{ty of the nation as well as the 
liberty of the citizens, while the 
opposition policy offers but a 
precarious and uncertain protec- 
tlon; consequently the future is 
by no means bright.” 


A repetition of the campaign of 
1911 is well on. In 1911, Sifton, 
in Ontario, declared that loyalty 
to Britain, demanded the defeat of 
Laurier, while at the same time in 
Quebec, and even in some parts of 
Ontario, Bourassa declared that 
Laurier’s loyalty to Britain de- 
manded his defeat.

WOOL PRICES MAINTAINED. 
At the sale of wool arranged by the 


Pincher Creek, Alta., a few days ago, 
€1,000 pounds of wool were disposed 
of at 59% cents a pound. While 
higher prices than thia have been ob- 
tained in Southern Alberta this season, 
this price is considered to be highly 
satisfactory, in view of the fact that it 
js the average price for all grades. 
This year many farmers, tempted by 
the high prices which individual buy- 
ers are offering, have been disposing 
of their wool on their own initiative. 
This has been the casé more particu- 
larly with the large growers, so that 
the quantity of wool being offered at 
thé local sales is much less than it was 
last year. Especially is this notice- 
able at Calgary, Alta. Whereas last 
year approximately 309,000 pounds 
were offered for sale, only about half 
th uantity is expected thie year, 
80,000 pounds of which have already 
arrived and have been graded. The 
participants in the sale this year will 
be more numerous, which goes to show 
the greater interest being taken in 
sheep raising as part of the scheme of 
mixed farming.

Within the Province of Alberta 
there are many very fine and produc- 
tive sections, and one of these is what 
is known as the St. Paul de Metis dis- 
trict, within which is the village of 
the same name—a clean, well eltuated, 
carefuly managed municipality with 
litle indebtednes and very reasonable 
taxation. 

As will be seen by the plan of the 
riding on following page, known by the 
m name of St. Paul de Metis, it is a ter- 
ritory situated north-east of the Veg- 
reville district. It is bounded on the 
m south by the North Saskatchewan riv- 
_ er; on the north, by unsubdivided ter- 
ritory between Tps, 69 and 70; on the 
west by the line. between Ranges 8 
and 9 for the greater depth and 10 
and 11 for a short distance, and on 
the east by the Province of Saskatche- 
wan, 

It is a well-watered and timbered 
section, In addition to the fine wide, 
and high banked Saskatchewan river, 
there are @ number of lakes within 
the territory, the chief of. which are 
Cold Lake and Primrose Lake, both 
towards the north-east of the riding. 
| Each is a fine body of water, but 
| though larger, are no better than Lako 

Therein, at the village. .Cold Lake is 
20 miles square, Primrose 30 by 10, 
and Therien 15 by 2. There is fish in 
all the lakes. 

The hunter can find within St. Paul 
de Metis district, both Jarge and 
small game. There are geese, duck, 
prairie chicken and pheasants; bear, 
moose and elk. Regarding duck and 
moose, some exceedingly good stories 
are told. 

Valuable Timber Available. 


Of timber within the constituency, 
there are all kinds of trees known to 
northern Alberta, and much of it ts 
serviceable for lumber purposes. It is 
said that it is to reach the good limits 
in the neighborohod of Cold Lake that 
is calling for the early completion of 
the railway from Hylo east. 

While St. Pauli de Metis village is 
one of the more recéntly formed, some 
parts of the district have been before 
the public for years. One of these is 
called Frog Lake reserve, to the east 
of the place,—a section which in re- 
bellion times, played a prominent part. 
The soldiers in marching north, passed 
east of what is now the vilage. At that 
time there was quite a number of In- 
dians around, but not so now, the sec; 
tion being fairly well taken up by set- 
tlers. 

As showing ‘the standing the place 
has in Canada, it may be stated that 
there is a Dominion government 
building in the village, the place being 
on the main line of the original line 
of the Canadian telegraph system. 
The building is a two-storey structure 
on property reserved on the townsite 
for governmental purposes, It is used 
as telegraph office and also as the of- 
fice of the Provincial Government 
telephones. 

A sub-agency of the Dominion lands 
is in the vilage, and it is the head- 
quarters of a detachment of the Pro- 
vincial Police. 

The village of St. Paul de Metis is 
on an old half-breed scrip section, or 
what is known as the R.C, Mission 
Property, a brief history of which ap- 
pears elsewhere as given by the parish 
priest, Father Therien. At the east 
end of the lake is the church property, 
@ on ‘the north side of the maim stréet 

being the large church, having three 

statues in front and béifry, with bell, 
on top. Opposite the other buildings, 
and beyond them, and south of the 
rest of the village, beautiful Lake 

Therien runs for some miles—a body 

of water 15 miles long by 2 wide, with 

a number of islands in it. 

Railroad Facilities Needed, 


The territory around the village is 
well settled, with good roads and a 
number of fine buildings, There is no 
doubt that if the village had railroad 
facilities it would soon jump into a 
place of considerable impprtance. 

St, Paul de Metis is incorporated as 
a village, and elects a reeve and two 
councillors each year, those for 1917 
being Benj. Roy, reeve; Ed Meunier 
and George Deslauriers, councillors. 
Ernest Cloutier is the secretary-treas- 
urer. While the village is incorpor- 
ated under the above name, and the 
post office is called the same, the ex- 
pectation is that, when the railway is 
finished, the station will be simply 
St. Paul, by which it is now largely 
known. 

As there is no railroad entering, one 
side of the village is not taken up by 
trackage, There are two well built up 
sides to the main street, some of the 
stores being considerably ahead of 
older and larger places. The right-of- 
way for the C.N.R., as arranged for, 
runs well back from this street, so

The main street is lighted by gaso- 
line, through a number of lights on 
pee at corners of the streets, and 
he meat market of Ed.

Deslauriers are 
lighted by what-is known as the Delco 
lighting system, which ‘is really in- 
dividual electric lighting. Both these 
gentleman dre councillors of the vil- 
lage and are to be commended for 
their enterprise.

$5,000, which includes a debenture 
debt of $3,000," $2,000 of the debt is 
for exhibition grounds and $800 for 
fire engine; the balance being for mis- 
cellaneous appartus and current debts, 
A small special tax could be levied and 
the entire indebtedness paid off in a 
short time. Another factor going to 
make the place a reasonable one to 
live in is the abundance of good wood. 
Nearly every house has a winter sup- 
ply nicely piled adjacent to the home, 
drying for the coming winter. It may 
be said to be a genuine home town. 
There are of course some croakers, 
but they are very few.

quite busy. To some of the outside 
post offices, mail is forwarded three 
times a week, and others twice, by

At the present time the district is 
represented in the Dominion house by 
the Hon. Frank Oliver, in what is 
known as Edmonton constituency, one 
of the largest, if not the largest as to 
the area, in the Dominion, at any rate 
in the West. This has been cut in 
two, by the new representation act, 
and there will be two representatives 
for the greater portion of the present 
territory, after next election. St. Paul 
district will be then in what is to 
be known as Battle River constitu- 
ency, At one time Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
was elected for this'section of the ter- 
ritory, he .being returned for this ax 
well as for a constituency in the East. 
v5 Representation Enlarged 

Locally, the present riding was ori- 
ginally in what was known as Pakan 
riding, out of which there are now 
three constituencies. In 1909 P. EB. 
Lessard was returned for the larger 
riding, and he still is representative 
for the smaller riding. ‘There are 
about 2,800 voters in the riding, with 
a population of some 6,000. Within 
the territory included in the first St. 
Paul riding (Pakan), there are eleven 
ferries, all of which are free to the 
public between the hours of 7 a.m. 
and 6 p.m. and after that 4 nominal

The Stock Industry 

Cattle buyers were scurrying here 
and there—the great ditference be- 
tween the present up -to-date method 
of doing things and the old being 
quite apparent, as the journeying was 
done in autoy, (although the animals 
had to be herded in the usual man- 
ner). While in the east it was done 
by vehicle and sometimes afoot. The 
day the representative was at St. Paul, 
one firm had picked up one hundred 
head of stockers; the young animals 
were sent off to nearby ranchers, 
where they.are to run at wiil until in 
good marketable condition. 

In hogs, considerable business is 
also done, but the great drawback in 
connection therewith is the lack of 
convenient transportation, Owing to 
these the porkers have to be carried 
for many miles (over one hundred 
miles being reported in one instance) 
and often at the journey's end the pigs 
are not in the very best of shape for 
market purposes, the result being that 
sometimes less is offered for the ani- 
mals than they are really worth, and 
thus the farmer suffers. It is felt that 


if there were railroad facilities near- 
er at hand this would be overcome, 
If there was freight accommodation 


Farm Produce a 
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These four views give good repre- 
sentation of St. Baul de Motis, Alia, 
Althouch this district has rot been 
favored with a raillway, the village 
has made. good headway and boasts 
of modern improvements. The, firat 
scene gives a genéral view of St. Paul 
and the bottom the extreme east end 
of the main street, looking from the 
mission property! westward into the 
village.

One of the reasons assigned for 
there not being more grain sown in 
the St. Paul de Metis district is the 
lack of railroad facilities. The lack 
of a railway, however,” may be a good 
thing, as settlers may be thus driven 
to more mixed farming, and, doing 
this, not be so dependent upon the 
one thing. While there is not as 
much crop in area this year as last, in- 
dications are, if that under crop now 
should be sown again, there will be a 
greater area next year, for a number

struction here and there. To one 
who had covered the territory some 
time before, it was a pleasing “eye- 


opener,” as the improvement all along 
was quite noticeable, 

At one farm it was observed that 
the owner had found sufficient boul- 
ders on his place to make a founda- 
tion for a fence, It reminded one of 
districts in the East. 

The North Saskatchewan River and 
the view at the villages of Dunvernay, 
on the south side, and Brosseau on 
the north, is magnificent. There is 
good width to the stream and _ the 
banks are not so broken as at many 
other places, The first-named — yil- 
lage has more buildings than the 
other and has a saw mill, but Bros- 
seau has the stopping place, and the 
Roman Catholic church, which stands. 
on a hill overlooking the village, and 
which has to be reached by several 
serpentine roads from the ferry. 

A little east of Bruderheim a farm- 
house was noticed which it would be 
well for others to pattern after. The 
building has a screened-in porch for 
the greater distance around it, giving 
“working comfort” for the women 
folks. Such improvement would 
not cost a great sum and would add 
greatly to the comfort of the family. 

The drive from Vegreville to St. 
Paul is charming to one who has been 
used to a level country. The scenery 
at all times changes and at places is 
very fine, especially at the Saskatche- 
wan and Vermilion valleys. All 
along the flora is beautiful, there being 
blossoms of all colors. The trip is 
enhanced as the driver leaves the main 
road and winds along through trails, 
hemmed in on each side by timber.

One of the most interesting gentle- 
man to meet in the St. Paul de Metis 
district is Rev. J. A. Therian, O.M.I. 
He is not only the parish priest of the 
territory, but at the present is “Fath- 
he as to length ef residence. It was 
in July, 1806, that the reverend gen- 
tleman, at the requést of Father La- 
combe, commenced to lay the founda. 
tion of what has since been one of the 
most prosperous sections in the Weat. 
When he located on the spot there 
was but one tepee, and he has witness- 
ed, with pleasure, the advance made 
since that time. Rev, Father Therien 
is a gentleman who has to be mot to 
be appreciated. He ig a fine type of 
man, devoted to his church, and is 
highly appreciated by his parishioners, 

Rev. Father Therien has been in 
Western Canada for about thirty 
years, coming to the country in 1887 
from Montreal, and has covered much 
of the West, acting for a number of 
years for his people along the C, P, R. 
He was appointed by Bishop Grandin, 
upon Father Lacombe’s authority, to 
establish the St. Paul de Metia mission 
and selected four townships for it, 
living In a tent for some time. He 
came from Edmonton down the North 
Saskatchewan to St. Paul de Cree, now 
Brosseau. The Hudson's Bay kindly 
let him have some old buildings at 
Edmonton, These were pulled down 
and carried down the fiver, along 
with some lumber donated by John 
Walter, who had a mill there, to the 
now Brosseau landing. Here it re- 
mained on the shore for some time, 
unmolested of course, as there were 
ho settlers around. His arrival was 
not long in becoming known in the 
neighboring country. .As a conse- 
quence, halfbreeds came from all over 
the district, and soon a colony was 
established. Each halfbreed. settling 
received eighty acres to care for, but 
only the use of it as no title could be 
given. The lumber at the landing was

The first church building was on the 
site of the present Presbytery, in fact 
Was part of the present building. It 
was at first used for the church, school 
and living quarters, and in’ this way 
continued for some time, 

In September, 1899, Sisters of the 
Assumption arrived from Quebec, and 
the building occupied by Father Ther- 
jen and his co-workers waa turned 
over to them for their work, The 
reverend gentleman at once set to 
work and had a small building a little 
to the west, since removed, hastily put 
together. The ground floor of this was 
occupied by the priest as a home, 
above eerved as a 
chapel on Bundays, This building was 
but 25 by 30 feet, and is in striking 
contrast to the present large church 
which it will soon be necessary to en- 
large, so fast is the congregation in- 
creasing, 

A large farm was established and 
carried on 6uccésefully for many years. 
The land was all around the present 
village, while the flour and saw mills 
were on the shore of the lake, just 
south of the present building. At that 
time, eighteen yeare ago, the territory 
was then all open prairie, there being 
but a few trees on the shore of the 
lake, The growth of trees all over the 
section is one of the things Rev. Fr. 
Therien remarks upon with consider- 
able wonder, for there has been great 
growth in this respect, 

Destroyed by Fire 

In 1900 the foundation of the new 

building was laid, being 108 feet in

length by 86 feet in width, three 
stories high, with 50 feet behind, of 
two stories, At that time there were 
110 pupils, with ten sisters as teach- 
ers. The work continued satisfactor- 
ily in this way until 1905, when a 
serious loss occurred, the large build- 
ing and contents being all destroyed 
by fire. The loss waa of couree felt 
seriously, but the greatest trial was | 
in the burning of one of the pupils, a 
girl 18 years of age. On January 18th 
at midnight the fire took place. The 
girl Who lost her life waa the firet to 
come out, but returned for some of 
her things when exit was cut off and 
she perished, . It was a very cold night 
and Rey. Father Therin hae cause to 
remember it well, The charred body 
of the girl was found near one of the 
exists. A little later it was decided to 
abandon the school and open the re- 
servé to the public, Thus the original 
four townshipa located in 1909 be- 
came cut up into homesteads, only 
limited area being retained for the 
mission,

Fourteen Parishes in Distgict 

Originally the territory was opened 
solély for halfbreeds and Indians, but 
thig hag all been changed. While the 
chief settlers are of French extraction, 
there are representatives of nearly all 
nationalities to be found as far north 
as Lac la Biche and Cold Lake. There 
are in all fourteen parishes in this 
district with three or four schoola in 
euch, There ig much good land, and 
the Rev. Father holds that the only 
thing hindering a rush to the section 
is the lack of railway facilities, These 
he has looked for for many yeara, and 
ia still gonfident that they will come. 

Rev. Father Therien is far from a 
recluse. He takes a keen Interest in 
all that goes on, not only in the im- 
mediate neighborhood, but in the 
country ag a whole. He is pleased to 
let one know that he comes from the 
same parish in Quebec as Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, with whom he is personally 
acqualited, and is delighted to re- 
count that the parish was once visited 
by ex-Premier Bowell, and ex-Minig- 
ter of the Interior Daly; aa well as 
the Hon. Sam Hughes, Hon. .'rank 
Oliver, while Minister of the Interior, 
and also as an ordinary member, has 
visited the place, 

While this is in brief form the story 
of the district, as far as Father Ther- 
jon reports, it may be stated that the 
wider settlement goes back to 1860, 
for in that year there was, at what is 
now Brosseau, a district called St. 
Paul de Cree—the home of, the Tree 
Indéans, now found at Saddle Lake 
and other points, They were not long 
there, and when removal was made to 
the rekerve the settlement was aban- 


doned, 
Has Printing Plant 
Quite an interésting thing noticed 
was that there ia a printing plant in 
connection with the work of Father 
Therien. The body type is chiefly of 
Syllabic (Cree) characters, and the

The Presbytery is the 
oldest building, the main portion be-

St. Paul section of the C.N.R. is a 
vexed question in the St. Paul de Me- 
tis district. It cannot be understood 
why it has not been finished. 

This was forcibly brought to our 
notice through the visit of a Bulletin 
representative to the place the latter 
part of July. The district has been 
Promised, and promised time and 
again, that the road would be finished 
-—some individuals having been in- 
duced to settle in the district upon the 
promise that there would be railway 
accommodation, It has become such 
a vexed question that it is uppermost 
in the minds of the people and they 
consider it from all angles.

It is believed, that, for the time that 
the two lines have been under con- 
struction, a greater length ‘of railway 
has been built by the McArthur people 
than the C.N.R. But, be that ag it 
may, no rails have as yet been taken 
up on the former. In fact, they, if 
rumors be correct, are to put down 
some even this season, while on the 
C.N.R. west of Edmonton they are be- 
ing taken up to a considerable extent. 

Though the authorities are calling 
for a greater acreage to be sown, there 
can be no doubt that in the St. Paul 
de Metis section at any rate, such is 
not being encouraged as it should be 
by the same authorities. If it is ad- 
visable to put in as much as possible, 
why is it not seen to that there is a 
certainity of getting the grain out 
when threshed. The cry for more 
production appears all right, but the 
farmers are not going to take the 
chance of having the yleld, lost 
through lack of transportation Proiti- 
ties, Given proper encouragement, 
it goes without saying, that settlers 
would raise a great deal more, and 
thus realize the wish of the authori- 
ties, 

As stated at the opening, the C.N.R. 
has fallen into the lends of the Do- 
minion government, so that the carry- 
ing out of obligations made by the 
company to the local government and 
the people now really falls upon the 
Dominion government. At any rate, 
the people now know who are respon- 
sible, and they should not be slow in 
taking action to force the matter at 
once. The attention of the Dominion 
authorities should be called to the un-

the farmers. More and moo it he- 
comes apparent that the stock indus 
try is the right thing for farmers t» 
tackle, as there need be then no sert- 
ous fear of frost or damaged grain 
and so on, as grain, through freezing, 
though poor in grade generally makes 
as good for the building up of the cat- 
tle as the best. In addition, the farm- 
er has two strings to his bow—the 
possibility of a high price for his 
grain and a top figure for his beef. 

There may be others thinking of 
taking advantage of the benefits aris- 
ing through this legislation, and in 
order that they may be ably aided, 
we again give synopsis of the Act as 
it passed the Alberta house. 

Live Stock Encouragement Act 

Any five or more persons engaged 
in practical farming in the province 
may jointly apply to the Live Stock 
Commissioner for a loan not to ex- 
ceed $600.00 each for the purpose of 
buying cows and heifers. Any person 
who has obtained a homestead entry 
under the provisions of The Domin- 
ion Lands Act fs eligible as a member, 
and if he signs a note before he is 
of age the Act makes him liable the 
same as if he were of age at the 
time of signing. 

The five or more signing the appil- 
cation are called an association. 

The application shall be in writing 
and shall state the amount the asso- 
ciation desires for each purchaser and 


payment of the note and interest and 
then returns the note to the lender, 

Upon receipt of the joint and sev 
eral note of all the members, guar- 
anteed by the Provirtee, the lender 
deposits in sont® chartered bank to 
the joint credit of the borrower and 
the Live Stock Commissioner the por+ 
tion of the loan to which each mem- 
ber is a@htitled, 

The borrower then goes out and 
boys a reasonable prico and with the 


approval:of the commissioner live 
stock of the kind mentioned in his 
application. The live stock so pur- 


thased shall be branded with a brand 
recorded in the name of the Depart- 
ment in the right of the province, and 
all the offspring of all cows and heif- 
ers purchased under the provisions of 
the Act, and in like manner all the 
offspring of the female offspring of 
the same and in like manner any 
further offspring shall from time to 
time be branded with said brand. 

As soon as the commissioner is eat- 
isfied that the provisions of the Act 
have been complied with he shall join 
with the purchaser in paying out by 
cheque from the bank account the 
purchase price of the stock 60 pur- 
chased, 

No execution, distraint, attachment 
or garnishee shall be of any force or 
effect against any of the live stock 
purchased under the provisions of this 
Act or the offspring thereof, nor 
againet the money which may be bor- 
rowed on the note guaranteed by the

HE need for a stronger and more

While Wounded, Brave Welkuraix Piilsoas such Heroic 
Acts as Secure for him Greatest Honor on Battlefield 
—Enlisted with Colonel McKinery in Edmonton and at 
Front was in Company Commanded by Captain Jack 


Harstone. 


That it should fall to Edmonton to 
furnish the sixth Canadian Victoria 
Cross hero ie not to be wondered at by 
those who have faced_the stern reali- 
ties of the west and witnessed the 
qualities of manhood which it fosters, 
John Chipman Kerr, homesteader 
from Spirit River, whe enlisted in Kd 
nonton under Lt.-Col, MckKinery in 
the 66th Battalion, is the captor of 
this coveted decoration, and hia feat 
was the almost unbelievable one of 
capturing a German trench single- 
handed and rounding up 60 Germans. 
The story at the time the award was 
made was told in brief form in the 
Bulletin, It is now related in fuller 
detall, 

Pte, Kerr was born in Nova Scotia, 


where his ancestors had lived for 
three generations. He is typically 
Canadian {in UDulld and = character, 


slanding over six teet high, deep 
chested, and with sirength radiating 
from every movement. Finding the 
Hast fraught with but cramped op- 
portunities, he came West and, after 
working for a time at the Corona 
hotel, took up homestead Jand at 
Spirit River. So, when the war came 
he was to be found opening up new 
ground in the far Northwest—home- 
sleading. There were no recruiting 
sergeants up at Spirit River, where 
Kerr had chosen to fight the elements 
of nature Wy converting Mother Karth 
into a productive soil and so earn a 
but healthy livelihood. 
Others in Great Adventure 

There were other homesteaders, too, 
far neighbors of Kerr, and they each 
decided to enter the Realm of the 
Great Adventure. About a dozen of 
them trudged along together in great 
prairie strides for a distance of fifty 
miles before they struck the end of 
the “‘steel.”’ Then they booked pas- 
sage for Edmonton—a 3800-mile jour- 
hey—-where they found the 66th bat- 
tulion in course of mobilization. The 
recruiting officer beamed at the sight 
of this undrilled squad, who looked as 
fit and ag tough as any that the 
Northwest mould turns out, 

it was towards the end of April, 
1916, that the battalion sighted the 
shores of Old England, and on the 
first of May they were encamped at

Otterpool. The 66th, however, was 
doomed to suffer the fate of so many 
other Canadian battalions; it was 


called upon to fill the gaps in the 
fighting tine in Vrance, and its men 
Just thelr identity by the wearing of

‘he glory that they earned is en- 
shrined in the annals of the fighting 
regiment, and it is difficult and com- 
plicated to give unto the original unit 
the credit that one of its members 
hus won in another. Even the his- 
torlan may be rather nonplussed in 
his task of unraveling the honors of 
war; the official document dismein- 
bering the 66th to all intents and pur- 
poses ended the history of that unit, 
Lived and Made History 

Yet uctually it lived and made his- 
tury, and one of Nts humbliest ranks 
wulned that most coveted of distinc- 
tious, the Victoria Cross. 

The battle of Sanctuary Wood in 
the famed Ypres salient left Cana- 


dian battalions badly mutilated; they | 
had fought and lost against superior | 
artillery forces, fought aguin and fail- | 


ed, but, nothing daunted, they fought 
again—and conquered; 
gallant lives paid the supreme price of 
victory. 

One Canadian division particularly 
suffered. It was so sadly reduced in 
establishment by the first two terrific 
cunficts that it temporarily relin- 
quished its portion of the line and 
vetired to rest and re-form. Meantime 
Urgent dispatches were sent to Eng- 
fand for reinforcements from the 
reat training camps to fill the gaps. 

It may be described as just the luck 
uf the game that the 1!th battalion 
fell victim to the necessity of filling 
the place of the dead, But the vacan- 
cles had to be made good, 
army stands for no temporizing with 
orders. That is discipline, There were 
inany heartaches right down the line, 
from the commanding officer to the 
Jntest enlisted recruit, at the forcible 
disbandment, at the relegation of all 
fond hopes of winning regimental 
glory, at the rupture of friendships, 
et a Vhora de combat de esprit de 
corps, which vanished with a stroke 
of the pen. 

Yet,.on the whole, the 66th had a 
Kindlier fate than most other ueits 
denied on active service as such, and

A Good Man 

John Chipman Kerr was os goud 
and no better a man than the remain- 
der of this draft. That is how he him- 
self would expreas it, When he sailed 
across the channel there was nu 
thought within him that he alone out 
of those four hundred would commit a 
deed so valorous as to win him dis- 
tinction above the rest. On the con- 
trary, his thoughts were perhaps oc- 
cupied on his homestead in the Spirit 
River, and he wistfully wondered as 
he gaged across the seas on the prob- 
ability of hia returning to his self- 
made home, In a brief respite from 
military training, fatigue, or action, 
such moments are the soldiers’ own 
and the sustenance of his soul. 

The draft joined the Edmonton bat- 
talion at the front on the &th of June, 
1916, in the course ofthe re-forma- 
tlon of the Canadian division already 
mentioned, and the fortunes of nearly 


'one-half of the old battalion and those 


of John Chipman Kerr must now be 
followed in the records of the other 
egiment. The arrival of the draft 
rought renewed hope to the remnant 
of veterans, and the two weeks’ train- 
ing which followed grafted the new 
to the old warriors, It helped the 
former to forget thelr parted, and 
the latter their lost comrades, It 
fused the two—the unlearned and the 
initiated in actual warfare—into one, 
so that on the 22nd of June the re- 
organized battalion went full strength 
into the line once more, in precisely 
the same position in Sanctuary Wood 
where they had previously met so 
grievous a fate. 

This was Kerr's baptigm of fire. 
There was nothing to do on this oc- 
vasion but to dodge the shells and 
seek safety in any convenient spot. 
The only thing that could be done 
Was to wait, wait, wait. The bom- 
bardment did ultimately cease, and 
Kerr came throuch unscathed, but 20 
per cent of his company were clean- 
ed up. 

On the Somme ‘ 

The activity on the Somme caused 
a flutter of excitement amongst the 
Canadians guarding the Ypres salient 
and the troops were glad to hear of 
their impending transfer to the south 
-—to a scene of operations where they 
could come to grips with the foe. 

The battalion arrived in Albert on 
the 13th of September, and two days 
later were sent up the line to the 
Chalk Pits on the left of Courcelette. 
The brilliant capture of that demolish- 
ed village on September 15 wag made 
by another brigade of another Cana- 
dian division, and Kerr's deed was 
performed in an adjoining section of 
the line. 

This disposition was fraught with 
grave danger to both the opposing 
troops; neither knew the other's 
strength in men and munitions, but 
the enemy had the advantage of 
knowing every inch of the ground, 
whereas the territory, with its en- 
virons of hidden dugouts, ingeniously 
concealed machine guns, and snipers’ 
nests, was unknown to the attacking 
Canadians until they conquered it,

He went with the rest of his bat- 
talion in the wake of the assaulting 
wave, cleverly and cunningly dodging 
the heavy barrage fire of the enemy. 
Many men fell, but the troops went 
steadily forward until they reached 
the Bunken Road dugouts, where they 
established battalion headquarters—- 


subsequently demolished by a German | 
| shell—and

attention of the wounded, 

Meantime, the attacking parties had 
advanced to the capture of Fabeck

Capture of Trench 

The capture of this vital trench 
from the Germans was one of the 
numerous cases in the present war 
where initiative and individual cour- 
age will, where swift and decisive ac- 
tion on the part of junior officers or 
the rank and file counts against a 
machine drilled soldiery and crowns 
the final victory which sometimes 
falls short in the execution of the 
plans of operations designed by the 
general staff. 

Thus it was that Capt. Hartstone, 
commanding the company of Kerr's 
battalion, which had been rushed for- 
ward in support of the attack on the 
afternoon of the 15th Beptember, de- 
cided on a bombing expedition to 
oust the enemy from the trench, and 
he sent word to this effect to the 
brigadier through his battalion head- 
quarters, The assault, however, had 
consumed all the bombs, and before 
the supply could be replenished night 
had set in. Ignorance of the strength 
of the enemy's fortifications and 
garrison necessitated caution, and the 
proposed attack had to be postponed 
until the morrow. 


Meanwhile, an elaborate plan to! 
capture this particular portion of 
Fabeck Graben, and also Zollern 


Graben was in course of preparation | 
by the staff, but a brigade message 
gave Capt, Harstone an allotted time 
in whieh to carry out this bombing 
expedition, 

Pte, Kerr Selected, 

A squad of a dozen men were de- 
tailed under Corpl, Patterson to exe- 
cute this minor operation, and Pte, 
Kerr was selected for the post of first 
bayonet man, His duty as such was 
to precede the party, dispose of the 
enemy sentry in a manner which 
would not wrouse the whole garrison, 
seek out the latter's whereabouts and 
advise the bombers of their target, 


Kerr climbed the block, or the 
boundary line established in the 
trench by the Canadians, end made 


his way towards a similar obstruc- 
tion erected by the enemy. The other 
men followed him, The German sen- 
wy was alert, and, hearing the ap- 
proach of the party, hurled a bomb 
over the barrieade. Kerv saw the 
missile huriding towards him, and 
bent his right arm in front of his 
body, the better to protect himself 
from the threatened death, It was a 
near call for a chance throw, as the 
bomb blew off the top of Kerr's fore- 
finger and wounded him In the side, 

Bombers un elther section of the 
block then becalne busy, and neither 
could see each other, nor the effect 
of their missiles. 

Kegardless of his wounds, and 
equally heediess of the enemy, Kerr 
set his jaw wend scrambled to the top 
of the battered parados, Here, he 
obtained @ iull view of the garrison, 
The smal) attacking party could have 
easily been overwhelmed by the num- 
ber of Germans that crowded the 
trench, but this thought did not enter 
into Kerr's calculations, He had only 


two bombs with him, and after mak- 
ing excellent use of them, he next 
opened fire with his rifle. This arm, 


however, had become clogged with 
mud, and consequently jammed. With 
his bombs expended, his rile ren- 


dered useless, and bis wounds smart- 
ing, Kerr remained in position at the

Kerr 
rounded the first bay without inel- 
dent, holding his loaded rifle, with 
bayonet fixed, at the “Ready.” He 
determined to account for incre of the 
foe before they slew him, 

Boldly, and with nerves all taut, he 
passed a second bay, yet saw not the 
enemy, They had retired to the other 
extremity of the trench. Kerr discuv- 
ered this, when on rounding a third 
came face to face with a 
bullt German, who at the 
instanty 
snrew up his hands in token of sur- 
render, It was @ trying ordeal for 
the bravest of the brave to stand un-

but sixty others behind him, in a 
trench amply provided with many

Wounded but Brave. 

Yet, there stood wounded Kerr, with 
blood flowing freely from his hand, 
and a stain on his tunic. He had no

“Next year will see ihe allies and 
Germany in what must ‘he the final 
struggle for the supremacy of the alr," 
said Capt, de la Grange, 

“Germany must be kept from fly- 
ing. This will be the beginning of the 
superiority or the ground tor the al 
lies, If America throws hundreds of 
machines into the service to aid the 
allies then we can carry on a warfare 
which will be disastrous to the enemy, 

Air Army Vital to Success, 

“To have superiority on the ground 
you must have superiority in the air. 
Without control of the air you can- 
not concentrate troops or hatteries, 
nor prepare for attacks without the 
knowledge of the enemy. It ta like 
a game of cards, in which the other 
player looks over your shygulder and 
knows your hand 

“Next year we khan have to attack 
at several places at one time along 4 
great battle from, and to do this we 
must have superiority in the air, Am- 
erica can help us to gain this super; 
jority by carrying out her aviation 
program and expanding it, 

“Germany will, of course, try to 
keep up to America. In my opinion 
she can never equal the American 
nation in the production of either mea 
or machines, 

“America must not become discour- 
aged if Germany tries to equal her ef- 
forte in the air. That is the game of 
war, one combatant continually atriv- 
ing to equa! the efforts of his enemy, 
and back and forth it goes. 

“You have two great wdvantages 
over Germany, in material and in per- 
sonnel, 

“You are coming into the war fresh, 
Germany is worn and tired. Every 
factory and resource in Germany is 
now used in war work, If she strives 
to build a great air fleet, then some 
other military project must be weak- 
ened, some #trength must be taken 
from her battle lines, and the advan- 
tage is for the allies. @ 

100,000 Fiiers Needed 

“To man airplanes there must be 
young men, such as yours, men who 
are fresh and full of life, strong and 
clean-muscled and with ves steady 
and hard, You have these men, you 
are taking 160,000 such men to bulld 
your army of the air—youths untired 
by the war, 

“Germany has po such men to man 
the air fleet she may try to build to 
meet your efforts. Her men are worn 
and haggard from long struggles on 
the battlefields. If she does find men 
enough who are young and fresh, then 
she must take them from some other 
important work. Again she weakens 
one pant of ther war machine to 
strengthen another, So here you see 
you have the two great advantages in 
material and persennel, 

“My advice is that you buifa, first 
of all, battle planew, and then great 
bombing machines,” 

"Why?" he was asked, 

“Beeause, without @ large number 
of battle planes, you cannot gain sup- 
remacy in the air 

Factories to Re Bombed 

“As long #* you haven't supremacy 
in the air you cannot send your bomb- 
ing machines far into the enemy lines, 
But the minute you have «a certainty, 
owing to your alr fighting strength, 
then with your bombing machines you 
can bring war home to the Germans, 

“And this will be easier in the fu- 
ture, for one day the Germans are 
going to retreat from Northern France 
and perhaps from Belgium. Then our 
nes will be nearer to Germany, and 
it will be easier to send offensive ina- 
chines over the lines and bring the| 


war truly home to Germany. We can 
then send bombing machines to wrecic 
her factories and railways and can 
make the German people at home re- 
alize the war, 


“Tt ls now a hard and unsatisfactory 
work, sending bombing airplanes into 
Germany. Jt is nearly 200 miles to 
the objective and 200 miles back, We 
can do little in offensive work in the 
way of reprisal, which te not satisfac- 
tory. But when the day comes that 
Germany withdraws ther troops from 
France, then if we have large num- 
bers of bombing machines and battle 
planes, we can do a great work from 
the alr and can bring the end of the 
war nearer to a conclualon, 

Strafing Power Is Great 

“For inetance you cannot imagine 
the demoralising effect of bombing 
troo behind the lines, These poor 
devils have been in the trenches for 
elght or ten days, They have with- 
stood fire and hell and they are moved 
back of the lines to a cantonment or 
barracks, Here they want only quiet 
and rest.

will be very active. Manufacturing opera- 
tions have been somewhat restricted by the 
heat, but wholesale orders in numerons 
lines continue to be received in encour 
aging volume and the the whole business 
situation ts expected to show substantial 
improvement with the advent of cool 
weather. Disquieting reports of a lack of 
moisture have been received from some 
agricultural sections but no serious dam 
age is yet reported and good yields of 
the principal crops are looked for. 

Montreal reports that mid-summer quiet 
prevails fa numerous lines but that retatl 
demand for seasonable gooda Ia in satia- 
factory volume and wholesale orders con- 
tinue to be freely placed for fall and win- 
ter requirements. More conservatism can 
be noted in some dircetions owing to the 
vneertainty of futuré prices, but as a whole 
here seems to be no lack of confidence 
in the outlook.
